This was the man who Mr. Hartzell, on 
ne story, belleved had enough evi- 
dence of graft against the mayor to cause 
an indictment. Mr. Hartzell paid $500 to Ma- 
rooney to give to Barth for the books which 
never existed. 


Second Phase of Plot Revealed. 

The second phase of the plot came out in 
the testimony of Walter Hukhold, who is 
18 years old. The boy said he was gettidg 
$40 a month in the bank and he wanted to be 
a detective. He and Gehrke often talked 
this over. Then the twa met Marooney, the 
seasoned private detective, and they became 
his tools and dupes. 

Huxhold’s duties as clearing house clerk 
made him acquainted with all the checks that 
passed through the bank. A fellow clerk, 
Wulff, showed him several checks for small 
amounts signed by Mayor Busse in favor of 
Mrs. Mary E. Murphy. 

“TI had known Walter Gehrke for ten or 
twelve years, he said. * I met Marooney 
last November through Gehrke and I wanted 
to gain his confidence because I was anxious 
to be a detective. One day last January 
Gehrke met me outside the bank and told me 
Marooney wanted him to go to Fox Lake to 
Mayor Busse’s summer home and get in the 
mayor's confidence. What Marooney wanted 
Gehrke to do was so disreputable that Gehrke 
himself told me he would have nothing more 
to do with Marooney, 


Falsely Accuses the Mayor. 

Later I made up a story about Mr. Busse 
and told. it to Marooney, saying I was not sure 
whether it was true or not. I said I had 
heard two boys in a chop suey joint telling 
about the mayor. Marooney said to me: 
‘You go and help Gehrke get the dope on the 
mayor. 

It was about this time that I told Gehrke 
about seeing the Busse checks in the bank. 
A few days later Marooney got hold of me 
and offered me $500 if he could have the 
checks for two hours. I told him that wae 
impossible. Then I took a book of blank 
checks, stamped them with the clearing 


house stamp, and went to Marooney’s house

‘COACH UPSETS; MANY HURT. 


Sessions of the Conference Probably 
Will Be Continued.

Boston, Mass., June [Special The 
death of one delegate and the injury ot halt 
a score of others today turned the Rhode 
Island outing of the National Federation of 
Women's Clubs into a day of grief. 

Stricken with heart failure while on a short 
ocean trip, Mrs. Sarah Shute of Coon Rapids, 
Ia., died just after being taken to the New- 
port hospital. Her daughter, Miss Sarah, 
was prostrated when she learned of her 
mother’s death, and physicians at the hos- 
pital where she was taken report she has 
but small chance for recovery. 

The other accident of the day was the over- 
turning of a tallyho in which there were four- 
teen delegates. Five of them were seriously 
injured, one probably fatally. 

Those severely injured were: 
DAVENPORT, MRS. BENNETT F., Newton, 

Mass.; collar bone fractured and three ribs 

broken; condition reported serious. 
HAYES, MRS, CHARLOTTE A., Red Oak, Ia. 
HAYES, Miss VIOLET Z., Portland, Ore. 
SUNDEEN, MISS HELEN, Lincoln, Neb. 
WINN, MRS. HENRY, Malden, Mass.; con- 

cussion of brain; may die. 

Most of the 1,500 clubwomen left Boston on 
two special trains for Newport, where they 
were to be the guests for a day of the Rhode 
Island delegation. Mrs. Shute and her daugh- 
ter, however, preferred to avoid the crowd on 
specials, and went to Providence by rall, 
taking a steamer there for Newport. 

When about half way to Newport, Mrs. 
Shute was strickén. The captain of the 
steamer was notified and a record run was 
made to Newport, while emergency treatment 
was given the woman. It failed and she died 
early this afternoon. 

Mise Shute when told her mother was dead 
fell uwneonscious. She was hurried to the 
Newport hospital, but the physicians there 
report she still is in acritical condition. Miss 
Shute came to the convention from Chicago. 
where she was a student at the university. 


Second Accident Hurts Many. 


The second catastrophe of the day occurred 
in Newport. The delegates, in autos and 
tallyhos, had started for the beach, where 
a clam bake was to be served. 

Fourteen of the women—delegates from 
Massachusetts, Oregon, and lowa—had 


crowded into a topheavy tallyho, when one 


of the wheels caught in a car track and left 
ite axle. In an instant the heavy vehicle 
crashed over, throwing those who were on 
top violently to he ground and pinning those 
who were inside beneath it. 

Mrs. Winn, who is the wife of the former 
mayor of Malden, was riding on the top of 
the coach. She. wes thrown violently to 
the gtound twenty feet from the vehicle, her 
head striking a rock. Since the accident she 
has been unconscious, and late tonight she 
was reported to be sinking. 

Mrs. Davenport's husband, a Newton phy- 
sician, arrived in Newport this evening and 
is spending the night in fighting for his wife's 
life It is expected that she will recover.

The late Chicago charter was revived aga 
political issue yesterday by Representative 
James M. Kittleman, chairmen of the house | 
charter committee in the Forty-fifth general 
assembly.

general assembly. 

The committee of which Mr. Kittiemen 


was chairman reported out a bill which w 


substantially the bill as framed by the C 1. 
cago charter convention. The senate com- 
mittee framed an act on-the skeleton of the 
bill adopted by the charter convention and 
it was this senate measure which finally 
had to be accepted by the house and passed. 


Thinks Chan Will Help. 

Mr. Kittleman and bis associates believed 
the senate amendments, which included the 
definition of new ward boundaries, consider- 
ably weakened the act and alded in its defeat. 
He now believes that the original bill can be 
taken, amended to agree with some of the 
objections raised against it, and passed 
again. 

Ever since the defeat of the charter the 
city administration has been endeavoring 
to gecure In special acts some of the powers 
which it would have granted, It succeeded 
in getting the wheel tax and the authority to 
raise aldermanſe salaries also was granted, 
but the bond and revenue bills were defeated. 

Speaker Edward D. Shurtleff, in his.cam- 
paign for reélection both as a member of 
the house and as its speaker, has renewed 
his insistence that Chicago representation 
in the legislature be restricted. The charter 
and this restriction proposition are e 
related, and if one be taken up in the as 
bly the other is sure to be. 


Slate Does Not Appease Them. 

The warlike state of affaires in south town 
republican matters has not been quieted any 
by the slatemaking. The committeemen of 
this district‘ were given a Mupicipa! court 
judgeship and a county commissionership to 
fill: Ernest Magerstadt. Fourth ward com- 
mitteeman, and Francis P. Brady, First ward, 
ignored Chauncey Dewey of the Second ward 
and Samuel A. Ettelson of the Third and pro- 
ceeded to fill the places. 

They gave the place on the county board 
to Frank Leland,’ manager of the Leland

The democratic committee of sixteen fin- 
ished last evening its work of naming an 
“organization slate for the August pri- 
maries. It was either so well or so I!!! satis- 
fied with its work that it concluded not to 
submit the report to the county committee 
for ratification last night, but topublieh it. 

At the same time the supposedly deposed 
„ advisory committee refuses to stay de- 
posed. It is demonstrating that it is alive. 
It held a meeting yesterday at which Levy 
Mayer, the chairman, was authorized to in- 
crease the membership from nine to fifteen, 
and announced its program. 

It will walt until July 8, by which time all 
the anticipated numerous democratic candl- 
dates for the various offices will be in the 


‘field, and then proceed to look them over. 


The slate finished yesterday does not limit 
the list of these candidates by a couple of 
hundred. Any democrat who can get a pe- 
tition signed—and most anybody can do that 
~—can have his name printed on the primary 
ballot. The advisory committee wants the 
entire list to wark on. 

Then it will investigate the character and 
fitness of each of these numerous candidates 
and from the mass of evidence thus secured 
make a report, similar to that of the Munici- 
pal Voters’ league at an aldermanic elec- 
tion, informing the voters what particular 
candidate for each office it considers most 
worthy of its support. 

A number of the candidates already have 
made up their minds they would much rather 
have the indorsement of the advisory com- 
mittee than of the official -“‘ committee of 
sixteen,’ and are seeking for it accordingly. 


No Choice for State’s Attorney. 


In making up its slate the committee of 
sixteen left the state’s attorneyship vacant. 
It was unable to agree on any of the four 
leading candidates, and consequently made 
no recommendations at all. On the other 
hand, it more than doubled up in its selec- 
tions for municipal'court Judges. There are 
nine offices to be filled here, and forty-nine 
lawyers of varying degree were petitioners 
before the committee. 

It could not recommend them all, and at 
the same time it did not like to play favor- 
ites, so it did the best it could and picked out 
twenty, with the understanding that the 
voters could choose any nine they pleased. 

Chairman C’Connell won in the fight over 
the selection of candidate for the board of 
review. He was on the ground and had an 
a@vantage. This means that Henry Stuckart 
of the Fourth ward will run anyhow and 
make the contest for this place lively. O' Con- 
nell is handicapped by the anger his conduct 
in the slatemaking fight has aroused among 
the friends of Maclay Hoyne. They feel that

THEY TELL STORIES OF LIVES 


Claim to Have Been in Country Too 


Long for Deportation. 


Eight allen women arrested in United 
States District Attorney Edward Sims cru- 
sade against the white slave trade were 
questioned by a special board of inquiry of 
the local immigration department yesterday. 
Thie action was the first step. of the district 
attorney's office to cause the deportation of 
the twenty-nine foreign women arrested in 
Chicago during the last week by United 


States marshals and secret service men. 


The outer office of the immigration depart- 
ment might have been called the stage of a 
variety theater, for the French women en- 
tertained the office force with a series of skirt 
and serpentine dances, and Romeo and Juliet 
balcony scenes, while others of their com- 


panlons were being questioned by the board. 


The young women were arraigned before™ 
Inspectors D. D. Davies, Ward BE. Thompson, 


and L. P. Plummer, and were questioned by 
Assistant Untted States Attorney Harry A. 


Parkin, who had conducted the South Chi- 


cago raid the previous night. Eight were en- 
amined yesterday and the remaining twenty- 
one, according to District Attorney Sims, wil! 
be given an opportunity as soon as possible to 
explain why they should not be returned to 
their native country. 


Three Ways to Avoid Deportation. 


Only on three grounds may the prisoners es- 
cape a recommendation for deportation from 
the immigration board: 

Proving a good moral character. 

That they are the wives of American citizens. 

That they have been in the United States for over 
three years. 

The hearing was behind closed doors, the 
regulations of the immigration department 
at Washington forbidding any of the testi- 
mony given by women threatened with de- 
portation to be made public. Butin the outer 
room of the department offices four of the 
women told of what they had testified to or 
intended to offer as reasons for not being 
compelled to leave Chicago. 

Margaret Dubois told the following story: 

„I'm only 23 years old and have lived in 
Chicago five years. My father is a wealthy 
wine merchant in the Bordeaux district in 
France. When 15 years old I ranaway from 


home and went to Paris. There my parents

All my girl friends 
ignored me and I ran away the second time 
and finally reached Chicago."’

| built railways and bridges and dams and 


irrigating plants in foreign lands quicker 
and cheaper than contractors and man- 
ufacturers in those countries could do 
the same work. The world is our market! 
is the cry of the American jobber and 
manufacturer. 

That is as it should be. There is no 
reason, with our superior wages, out su- 
perior machinery, and our superior com- 
mercial enterprise and intelligence, why 
our goods should not contest with those 
of any other land the world over. 

There is a splendid market near at 
hand—tich, growing, and expectant. It 
is South and Central America. We have 
reciprocity treaties with some of its coun- 
tries.

A DESTRUCTIVE PRESERVATIVE. 

Heat, it has been said, weakens the 
moral as well as the physical constitution 
of man. At any rate it attacks some 
milkmen. Dr. Evans’ watchful depart- 
ment has discovered that fact. 

As a consequence several merchants 
Of this necessity will be prosecuted for 
putting boracic acid in their milk as a 
preservative, 

Boracie acid 8 the milk. It 
has the opposite effect upon the human 
stomach. Babies are likely to die from 
it, and it is seriously injurious even to 
the adult. 

Preserving milk by destroying the 
health of human beings will not prove a 
profitable policy if Dr. Evans and the 
machinery of the law succeed in their 
present effort to run down this offense. 
But it would be well for milk dealers 
whose sense of moral responsibility is 
likely to disintegrate under the influence 
of the “hot spells” we suffer from occa- 
sionally to brace themselves against 
temptation. 

The use of boracie acid as a preserva- 
tive destructive should and will be pun- 
ished severely. The city intends to put 
its milk supply beyond reproach.

Mlle. De La Peyrouse's mother was that 
Napoleone de Montholon who was borp in 
St. Helena, where her parents, the Comte 
and Comtesse de Montholon, were in attend- 
ance on the captive French emyeror. Indeed, 
the child, who had the emperor as her god- 
father, is asserted by all the memoirs dealing 
with his life at St. Helena to have contributed 
in no small measure to the lightening of the 
bitterness of his exile by the affection which 
she bestowed upon him. They were, in fact, 
inseparable companions. 

The principal home of the Marquesses de 
Trans is the castle of Villeneuve, near 
Beziers, where ten years ago the entire fam- 
Ny celebrated the thousandth anniversary of 
the foundation of the castie. It was built by 
a Visigoth refugee from Spain, who had 
sought an asylum from Emperor Cherle- 
magne, who bestowed upon him various 
tracts of land to the south of Beziers on the 
condition that he and his descendants would 
defend that portion of the neighboring coast 
from the Moorish pirates infesting the Medi- 
terranean. 

With this object in view the grantee of the 
lands built a strongheld which he called 
Villa Nova, from which his descendants took 
their name. The family branched off into 
various lines, the senior of which is repre- 
sented today not by the Marquis de Trans but 
by Counts de Villeneuve Hautrive and the 
De Villeneuves. Arifat. The second line, 
namely, that of Valence, became merged in 
the seventeenth century in the families of the 
Spanish dukes of Ossuna and of Villa Her- 
mosa. 

The third line settled in Provence, and it is 
of this line that the Marquis de Trans is the 
chief. It has furnished many distinguished 
men to French history besides the first Mar- 
quise de Trans. Thus, Dante, In his Divine 
Comedy,” refers in several lines of praise to 
Romeo de Villeneuve, who was regent during 
the minority of Princess Beatrix. Helion de 
Villeneuve wes the grand master of the Sov- 
ereign Order of Malta and established the lat- 
ter at Rhodes after the expulsion of the Chris- 
tians from the holy land in the early part of 
the eighteenth century, 

A De Villeneuve was the unfortunate ad- 
miral who commanded the French fleet at the 
battle of Trafalgar, and the Marquis de 


‘Trans has inherited a vast quantity of diaries, 


correspondence and valuable papers belong- 
ing to the admiral and dealing with his rela- 
tions with the first Napoleon and the states- + 
men Of the first empire, which when pub- 
lished Will prove an important contribution to 
the history of that period. 

A niece of the late Marquis de Trans, Jeanne 
de Villentuve, enjoys the distinction of being 
the only woman in the consular service of 
France, and has for several years past been 
the chancelliere of the consulate general of 
French in New York, 

Then there is the Marquis de Villeneuve- 
Esclapon, who was formerly an enthusiastic 
legitimist, serving as such on the staff of 
Don Carlos during the last Carlist insurrec- 
tion In Spain, but who since his marriage to 
Jeanne Bonaparte has naturally become an 
equally enthusiastic Bonapartist. The mar- 
quis made the acquaintance of his wife dur- 
ing one of the Provengal festivals of 
which the poet Mistral was the high priest 
and in which Wyse-Bonaparte played so 
active @ part. 

— 


Wse- Bonaparte frequently wrote poetry 
for these festivals, and as Jeanne Bonaparte 
is exceedingly ciever with her brush he em- 
ployed her to illustrate his volumes of verse, 
asking De Villeneuve to write the préface. 
In this way the marquis and Jeantie became 
acquainted with one another and the subject 
of a marriage was broached. De Villeneuve, 
who was not rich, however, explained that he 
was unable to wed a wife who was penniless. 
True, Jeanne Bonaparte’s brother, Roland, 
had married Marie Blanc, but the latter's 
mother, old Widow Blanc, who ruled her 
daughters, her sons, and the entire Monte 
Carlo gambling establishment with a rod of 
iron, would not hear of any of the Blanc 
money being used as a dot for Jeanne Bona- 
parte. Tt was only after the old lady’s death 
that Roland was able to induce his wife to 
bestow a dowry of a couple of million france 
upon his sister-in-law, whose marriage with 
the Marquis de Villeneuve thereupon took 
place. 

Jeanne Bonaparte in her youth was good 
looking. She has been foolish to abandon her 
husband's title of Marquis de Villeneuve,’ 
which isan ancient and authentic one, in order 
to style herself Princess Jeanne Bona- 
parte. For her princely title is questionable. 
She was born, like her brother, out of legal 
wedlock, her mother being Justine Ruffin, a 
plumber’s daughter, and her father Prince 
Peter Bonaparte, the black sheep of the Bon- 
aparte family and the man whose shooting of 
Victor Noir at Paris in 1870, shortly before the 
outbreak of the war with Germany, con- 
tributed in no small degree to the downfall 
of the empire. 

As long a8 Prince Pierre Bonaparte re- 
mained alive—that is to say, till] about 1884 
he always figured in the Almanach dé Gotha 
as unmarried, and no mention appeared there- 
in of his wife and children. It was only 
some years afterward, when he could no long- 
er protest, that Roland, his sister, and his 
mother were admitted for the first time to its 
pages.

Great preparations are being made at Flor- 
ence to celebrate at the beginning of October 
next the tercentenary of the birth of Evange- 
lista. Torricelli, the inventor of the barom- 
eter, who died in the Medici palace in 1647 
in the service of Grand Duke Ferdinand II. 
of Tuscany, who held him in the highest re- 
gard. Indeed, so great was the admiration 
which the grand duke entertained for Torri. 
celli that he ordered the sculptor Foggini to 
make a marble statue of the selentist. But 
when near completion the marble for some 
reason or other suddenly split into fragments 
and the monument was never finished. 

At his own request when he died his re- 
mains were placed in the crypt of San Lo- 
renzo, and a leadén plate with a Latin epitaph 
was placed on his coffin. 

Some forty years ago, the Italian govern- 
ment, learning that his coffin had fallen into 
decay, caused @ new one to be constructed 
for the reception of his remains. But when 
it was opened the other day it was found to 
contain not a single human skeleton but all 
sorts of human bones of at least a dozen 
different persons, all huddled together peli 
mell, while the lead plate with the epitaph 
had likewise disappeared. A careful search 
is now being prosecuted in the hope of being | 
able to discover some trace of his remains, 
but it ts feared that it will prove fruitless, 
Torricelli, it may be added, was for many 
years amanuensis and secretary to Galileo, 
the great astronomer.

It is a commentary on the fotly of mankind 
that Petrarch did not realise. whereon his 
fame would rest this later day. He thought 
his classic studies would constitute his lit - 
erary legacy to future generations. His 
songs to Laura he sang primarily because 
he could not help it, because the love in his 
breast and the birds in his throat were in 
sweet conspiracy together. So much for 
plans of man! It was Potrarch's love which 
made his name illustrious. Had Laura never 
—as he says— blessed his eyes’’ in the 
church of Santa Clara, that life work which 
he made his pride and boast and the chief 
source of his renown among his fellows 
would have been packed away in dusty 
archives and left there undisturbed except 
by an occasional scholar, 

This ancient Avignon has worn various na- 
tional costumes and sworn allegiance to 
many different peoples. The first city was 
built by river fishermen 200 feet above the 
Rhone upon a rocky hill, and was called 
Avernio. Thither, after several hundred 
years, came missionaries; Mary, mother of 
James; Lazarus, his sister Martha, Saint 


Maximin, and Saint Sara, the patron of 


gypsies, came to Gaul together. 

These scattered; Lazarus became. first 
bishop of Marseilles, and Saint Martha 
sought Avignon, where she built, near the 
site of the present cathedral, a little oratory 
in honor of the Virgin then living on earth, 
From that time until the reign of the popes 
the city knew many vicissitudes; Goths, 
Vandals, the petty kings of Gaul, and even 


the Saracens persecuted her. Burgundy j 


twice owned her, Charles Martel possessed 
her, the counts of Provenee and Toulouse won 
her to their dominion. During the period of 
her short republic, which lasted from 1135 
to 1251, her famous bridge with ite central 
chapel was built in accordance with a vision 
of St. Bénézet, a shepherd boy watching nis 
flocks. In 1800 began the reign of the popes 
in Avignon.

In the fourteenth century there was with- 
in the walls of Avignon a mighty. kingdom. 
From here the popes ruled all thetr world. 
Crowned heads came hither to pay homage. 
Monks and soldiers thronged the streets. 
The red robes of the cardinalg were bright 
amid the gorgeous cestumes of the time. 
Everywhere was movement and color in the 
city. Fétes were more frequent than were 
common days. There were processions, and 
pilgrims came in numbers, The Rhone was 
like a busy avenue, whether with commerce 
or with brilliant pageants. Truly sings the 
ancient ballad: ; 

Sur le pont d' Avignon 
Tout le monde y passe. 


And people danced upon the great bridge, 
too, and made it merry as a public square. 

Meanwhile the palace of the popes was built 
on the almost impregnable rock that rose 
upon the Rhone’s left bank. In turn each 
pope altered and augmented the work of his 
predecessor, priding himself upon erecting 
his own palace, until at last beneath one roof 
there stood four separaté palaces and the 
wate—were like town walls with gates and 
towers. It was, said Froiseart, the most 
beautiful and strongest house in the world. 

There are certain names which stand out 
e this historic period above all others. 

etrarch, although Italian by birth. lived 
long at Avignon and was claimed by the city 
as its poet, and is today; in 1874 was cele- 
brated here with pomp and circumstance the 
500th anniversary of the poet's death. Gola 
Rienzi, the Roman tribune, was imprisoned 
in the Tour de Trouillas for five long years. 
St. Catherine of Siena came to Avignon on an 
errand of supplication. Joanna of Naples, 
queen of the two Sicilles and countess of 
Provence, twice came in splendor to the papal 
city, here to be received by cardinals in scar- 
let robes, who met her under a golden dais 
sparkling with jewels amid acclamations of 
the people. The second ti she came ac- 
cused to face a papal tribtine on trial for 
murder of her husband; as her own defender 
she spoke im Latin with logic and defense 
so admirable that her judges rose as one, 
declaring she was innocent.

In the modern French city of Avignon I 
take a double pleasure. I enjoy the past, of 
course, and all suggestions of it—the priests 
still garbed im papal red, the white papal 
nanoply ‘neath which the host is carried, the 
old walls, and the street of bleod that 
gained its name from the slaughter which 
occurred within it when the Saracens who 
held it fell beneath the sword of Charles 
Martel; the mighty palace of the popes, and 
the fort across the river where the man 
of the iron mask died within dungeon walls, 
and, ‘finally, the once bold tower of Phillip 
the Fair. But I have spent aleo some satis- 
fying hours in the old book stores, browsing 
in the literature of new Provence. 

Avignon was the starting place of the new 
literary movement of Provence. In 1854 was 
founded the Society of the Felibres—a name 
which means literally “ makers of booke 
aw association composed largely of French 
people, especially from Provence, although 
there are Italians in their.number, who come 
together with the purpose of furthering the 
use of the Provengal language as a literary 
medium. The first of these southern singers, 
Jacques Jasmin, you know about from Long- 
fellow, who translated his exquisite poem, 
„The Blind Girl of Castél-Cullle.” 


In 18387 Roumanille, the poet of Avignon, 
began to write, and in 1847 Mistral came for- 


ward to a certain fame which culminated in 


his ‘work Mareio.“ And there has grown 
up not only a considerable literature but a 
charming custom which reminds one of the 
ancient court of love. Yearly are held in 
various cities of Provence, and also in Cata- 
lonia, where the language is similar to 
Provencal, floral games. where declamations 
of lyric poems occur, the prize of which is 
flowers. The poet laureate chooses the queen 
of the feast, who then in the presence of ali 
the others puts on his head a silver crown. 

I am going to send you a volume of these 
love songs of Provence, hoping they will seem 
to you like a shower of caresses. They vi- 
brate with the joy of life: they have the 
breath and soul of spring in them; tremulous,

Those meddlesome fconoclasts in Philaa 
delphia who are trying to show that Betsy 
Ross didn’t make the original American flag 
and who are trying to stamp Betsy's house 
in Arch street in the sleepy city as a fake 
must have had burning ears yesterday, con- 
sidering what a ~great-great-nephew 
of Betsy resident Chicago and Dr. B. J. 
Cigrand, national authority on heraldic 
Americana, had to say abogtthem. | 

The Chicago defenders of the famous Betsy 
went deep into their archives as soon as 
they read the astounding story from 
Philadelphia in Tur Trisuns and dug up 
family trees by the roots to prove that the 
school children’s heroine really did just as 
the school books and histories say. 

‘So Betsy didn’t make the flag, eh?” said 
Dr. Cigrand as he hurried about his office at 
475 West North avenue, picking up rare 
books, designs for seals, bendexters, dexters, 
argents, ggules, unions, fields, and a dozen 
other things ‘calculated to make the non- 
heraldic person grab his hat and rush for 
the door. Just you walt a minute and I'll 
show em. 

Has the Official Refutation. 

Then from between the pages of his “ His- 
tory of American Emblems," the fruit of 
fourteen years of painstaking research, the 
authority on: American heraldry and 
colonial history drew forth a folded sheet of 
manuscript. “ 

Read that,” he said, quietly but ¢ri- 
umphantly. 

“It’s a copy I made of bills paid to Betsy 
ltoss by the United States government for 
flagmaking. The originals from which I 
made the copy are yellowed paper now in 


the archives of the war department at. 


Washington, and in them is full refutation

Susan McCord Turner, 89 years of age and 
living in Frankfort, a part of Philadelphia, 
has written some recollections of ber grand- 
aunt Betsy Ross.

OLYMPIC TEAM IS OFF TODAY 


Over Eighty Picked Athletes As- 
semble in New York. 


PLANS FOR TRAINING ON TRIP 


Mike Murphy to Have Sole Charge of 
the Men While Away. 


New York, June 26.—{Special.]—The mem- 
bers of the American Olympic team, with 
the exception of one or two, are in town 
and early tomorrow morning they 
will go aboard the American liner Phila- 
delphia. 

To the number of eighty strong, they con- 
gregated today at the New York Athletic 
club's city house, where they received words 
of advice from Manager Halpin, Trainer Mur- 
phy, and of encouragement and well wishes 
Several 
members of the American Olympic commit- 
tee were present, including Everett C. Braun 
of Chicago and Bartow I. Weeks, Gustavus 
T. Kirby, Evart Jansen Wendell, and Casper 
Whitney of New York. 

After the men got together there were a 
few short addresses, the leading speakers 
being Weeks and Whitney, and there were some 
broad hints as to how the boys should act while 
abroad. Telegrams wishing the team bon voy- 
age were received from Boston, Philadelphia, 
Chicago, Portland, and San Francisco. 

Manager Halpin said Mike Murphy would have 
sole control of the men once they boarded the 
steamer and he would work them every day to his 
liking. The team will stay at the Morton hotel 
in London and will do the main pert of their final 


training at the Stamford bridge grounds, which 


track is easily reached from Morton Square. 

A supply of distilled water will be taken along, 
so that the athletes will not suffer from any of 
the ills usually attendant upon a sudden change 
from Croton or any home waters.
